Missing Since Februa ry , Mur* 
dered For His Money . 


The body of Thomas 
Quinn,

The following letter received by 
Ernest Preston from his father, who 
is in Oak land, was written on the day 
of the earthquak e and .will be of con­ 
siderable interest to his friends in 
Dixon: 
Oak land, Cal., April 18 , 19 06. 
Dear Ernie: 
Well, here we are; but this has 
been a tough day. This morning at 
5 o’clock we were all shak en out of 
our beds by an earthquak e and we 
rolled down the stairs in our night 
clothes, and as soon as the house had 
steadied down we went back and 
dressed partially, so that we could 
go out on the street. 
The damage to property is some­ 
thing terrific. 
There are but very 
few buildings in Oak land 
with 
a 
chimney left standing. Many of the 
public buildings are wreck ed beyond 
any possibility of being repaired. 
The shock in San Francisco was 
much more severe than here. 
It is 
reported that from 500 to 1,000 per­ 
sons are k illed and a large area of 
the city is in flames and they are us­ 
ing dynamite to destroy others, to 
stop the progress of the flames. 
The water work s were put out of 
business at the start, so that there 
was nothing to extinguish the fire 
with. 
Mark et street has sunk four 
feet or more down toward the bay 
and has risen in other portions. Both 
cities are in dark ness tonight. 
The 
street cars were put out of commis­ 
sion early this morning and there 
was no telephone service. 
We have been cook ing over a camp 
fire in the back yard. 
The loss in San Francisco is rough­ 
ly estimated at $100,000,000. 
The 
fire is still raging tonight ajid lights 
up the sk y, and detonations of the 
dynamite are still continuing. 
It is difficult to conjecture 
what 
the night will bring forth. When one 
says they are frightened, that is put­ 
ting it mildly. 
One side of the high 
school building is gone, so Kate will 
not go 
lo school for several days ar 
week s to come. 
There were six lives lost in Oak ­ 
land in a rooming house over the Em­ 
pire theatre. 
The boats are running across the 
bay, but no one is allowed to land 
as the city is under martial la ^ and 
the water front is guarded by sol­ 
diers and the principal streets also 
here in Oak land. 
Mother and the girls are going to 
sit up tonight. They are afraid to go 
to bed. 
We have been without water 
until this evening when the supply 
was sent through the pipes. 
Went down town this morning be­ 
fore break fast to get a gas plat and 
hose to attach to the fixture to cook 
oy. 
Harry is away .’n H e northern part 
of the state. 
We shall be in 
sus­ 
pense until we hear from him.

get out of it. 
The rumble was some­ 
thing terrific, ais, the sensation of

Dead Editor: 
As you all know by this time about 
the horrible catastrophe which be­ 
fell the city of San Francisco 
on 
Wednesday of this week, April 17 . 
at 5:17 a. m., I will not dwell on 
that subject, but will try and g iv e 
your readers an account of the sit­ 
uation as it was at 
that time 
in 
Southern California, and more par­ 
ticularly as to this city. 
You can 
believ e almost anything you read in 
the newspapers about the terriblb ca­ 
lamity at San Francisco, for from 
what we read about it and hear from 
eye-witnesses coming to Los Ang eles 
the half will nev er be told, for as 
time g oes on the reports are worse 
and worse. 
With the exception of 
the number who lost their liv es,, it 
is not exag g erated in the least. But 
as to the reports sent out that the 
building s in this city "rocked like 
boats,” is absolutely false. 
W hen I came down to the office 
on the morning of th a t fatal 18 th 
day of April, for San Francisco, I 
nad not v et learned of the 
ea rth ­ 
quake in that city, but noticed that 
our office clock (as did all others in 
this building ) had stopped at 5:15 
a. m. that morning , just about 
the 
time of the shock at. ’Frisco, show­ 
ing that the v ibrations had been car­ 
ried down as far as this city. 
The 
next day we had a v ery slig ht quake, 
but on yesterday, 
April 19 th, 
at 
12:35 p. m., we had a most sev ere 
shock (worst that ev er had been felt 
here for years, so old residents say) 
which lasted for sev eral seconds. As 
a result the Los Ang eles papers had 
it that this building , in which the 
Santa Fe g eneral offices are located 
(the 
Conserv ativ e 
Life 
Insurance 
company’s) had been damag ed and 
closed for inspection, which was not 
true, althoug h it is not of steel « on- 
struction and would not stand a v ery 
hard jolt, and we were all v ery un­ 
easy for a time fearing a repetition 
of it. but to date we hav e had none 
and hope not to. 
It was not of the 
kind that usually happens, 
for it 
seemed to me that, instead of a sway- 
ng motion of the building , such as 
is g enerally felt, was more of a shak­ 
ing of the entire building from top to 
bottom— two distinr-t 
shocks 
were 
said to hav e occurred, but if there 
were the building had not ceased 
shaking until the second one came 
along . 
Many people ran out of the 
larg e office building s and refused to 
eturn to them. 
We are on the fifth 
floor of a six story building , but no 
one left after the scare was ov er. alJ 
thoug h, as I said before, this build­ 
ing would not stand much of a shak­ 
ing . 
There has been a g reat deal 
of excitement in this city since, and 
all people can talk about is 
San 
Francisco and the hopes that we will 
all be spared 
from 
any 
further 
quakes, but had not the 
calamity 
which occurred at San Francisco hap­ 
pened I doubt v ery much if the peo­ 
ple would hav e paid v ery much a t­ 
tention to it. 
Yesterday and today, 
howev er, hav e been v ery peculiar— 
awful hot, dry and still, what they 
term out here reg ular "earthquake 
w eather.” 
The history of one huudred years 
shows that in that time Los Ang eles 
has not had a serious earthquake. 
nlike San Francisco, .which is built 
on a tong ue of land bordered on one 
side by the sea and on the other by 
the bay, Los Ang eles rests upon a 
hardpan formation that has existed 
for thousands of years. Los Ang eles 
is fourteen miles from the ocean. The 
ery conditions which m ake the city 
exempt from cyclones protect it from 
seismic disturbances. 
There is ab­ 
solutely no similarity with the sit­ 
uation at San Francisco. 
We v isited 
the ruins of an old mission a 
v /e e k 
ag o last Sunday (about which J will 
write you later) where in 18 10 forty 
people were killed by an earthquake 
sixty miles from Los Ang eles. 
In v iewing the cause and effect o f 
the disaster at San Francisco, 
one 
must bear in mind that the ¡worst 
damag e from the shocks was experi­ 
enced on the artificially filled g round, 
where it was impossible to 
get a sta­ 
ble foundation for the heav y build­ 
ings. 
There are no 
buildiDg s 
in 
Lo s Ang eles on made or reclaimed 
gro und. 
All heav y building s 
rest 
upo n a solid stratum o f natural soil, 
pa cked In the centuries ' since the 
wo rld bega n. There is no geo lo gic 
ev idence tha t the ea rth’s structure 
a s ev er cha nged by v o lca nic influ­ 
ence, a s fo r tho usa nds o f y ea rs this 
ha s been a bo v e sea lev el.
